MARTYR TO SCIENCE 

Harold Suggars, a martyr. to 
science, died: in a London hospital 
from X-ray dermatitis suffered after 
he volunteered as an assistant to 
Ernest Harnack, famous X-ray ex- 
pert.

Garden corn should be grown in 
hills about 15 to 18 inches apart. To 
supply the small family at least a 
dozen hills of corn are necessary, and 
from 40 to 60 feet of row of peas. . 

Transplanting 

These three most important fac- 
tors in.successful transplanting are 
moisture, shade and the exclusion of 
air from the roots. ‘Whether the 
thing to be transplanted is a tiny, 
young shoot from the next row or a 
16-foot maple, experts stress the 
points mentioned. If at all possible, 
they say, transplanting should be 
done on a dull day or. evening. Soak 
with water around the roots and 
press the soil firmly to exclude air. 
If at all possible, and especially with 
big plants, shrubs and trees, regular 
and heavy hoe are advisable, at, 
least until July, with nursery stock. 

Moving a plant is something like 
an operation for a human being, and 
the larger the specimen the more 
necessary the attention. With shrub- 
bery and trees, often main roots are 
cut and the shock is severe. Some 
pick-up in the way of quickly avail- 
able commercial fertilizer will help at 
this time, merely’ a pinch for small 
things like tomato plants or asters, 
and perhaps up to a couple of. hand- 
fuls for shrubs and trees.

NO AGE 


There isn’t an age limit in the meat 
ration announced by the Wartime 
Prices and Trade Board for May. In- 
fants, children and adults will be al- 
lowed the same weekly ration of two 
pounds, carcass weight. 

Nutritionists’ on the staff of the 
price board’s food administration 
point out that scraped beef is usually 
added to an infant’s diet at about nine 
months of age. Other forms of meat 
are part of a baby’s diet at: an early 
age. 

Baby hasn’t centred all the inter- 
est, however. Intensive studies have 
been made of the nutritional needs of 
adult workers. On adyice of the ad- 
visory committee the foods adminis- 
tration has been careful to keep ‘the 
meat ration large enough to look af- 
ter the needs of any person in any oc- 
cupation,

London, — Great Britain: proposed 
the most far-reaching world banking 
and currency plan for the expansion 
of world trade thus far advanced by 
any major ‘power with publication 
of a white paper by.

“Just as the development of na- 
tional banking systems served to 
offset a defiationist pressure which 
would have prevented otherwise the 
development of modern industry, 80 
by extending the same principle into 
the international field we may hope 
to offset the contractionist pressure 
which might otherwise overwhelm in 
social disorder and disappointments 
the good hopes of our modern world.” 

Lord Keynes’ plan makes no fixed 
proposal for the amount of gold or 
capital which the union would have. 
He suggests each united nation be 


given fixed quotas as to the amount).
